‘The moral support and per- 
sonal {nfluence’ of every’ progressive 
man and woman in Red Deer is what 
they want, as well, and the »nnual 
general meeting is the time to give it. 

If there are grievances to air or sug- 
gestions to. make, - they should be 
brought before the annual general 
meeting. If there is criticisin to offer, 
it would be preferable to have itt the 
annual general meeting, not. on some 
street corner, and where: there is no 
chance of explnining conditions. 

For those who would have favored 
us with their presence, but could not, 
I_would like, with your permission 
Mr. Editor, to say that our Hospital 
was never iu better shape. Our staff is 
a very excellent one, harmony prevails 
and econonsy is practised. It has cost 
much less te keep each patient a day 
during 1908 than ever before. The 
reasons for this are, as I say: above, 
greater economy and of course the 
greater number of patients. treated 
during the year; and 1 mustnot forget 
the generous donationsin kind. 

‘The Rev. Mr. Browa had something 
to say at our meeting with respect to 
Hospital tickets, and mentioned that 
in mining towns in B.C. the system 
worked out satisfactorily.

RAILWAYS, 


Six millions for railway lines 
in the West and yet Red Deer 
does not figure in any of them. 

What’s the matter? 

Itis high time somebody got 
busy. 

We have one of the beat agri- 
cultural sections in the West. 

We have the people, the water, 
the geographical position, the 
soil. 

We must have more railways to 
the east and to the west. 

It will be too late unless some- 
thing is done at once. 

Let there ve a strong effort 
made for railway connection 
either with the C.N.R., the G.T.P. 
or the C.P.R. at Moose Jaw, and 
Red Deer will come into its own 
and be the leading railway centre 
in Central Alberta. 


THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


Rev. Father Voisin again writes 
the News on the school queation. 
He ie in a happy mood, and says 
he isin perfect accord with our 
views, which is most flattering. 
He further quotes Chapter 27, 
Clause 41 of the consolidated 
ordinances of Alberta for 1905 to 
show that Protestants have the 
same privilege of erecting separ- 
ate schools as Roman Catholics. 

Of course the rev. gentleman 
loses the point, as do all his 
friends when writing on this 
question. While the church of 
Rome has the privilege of erect- 
ing separate schools, no cther 
denomination has that privilege, 
therefore there is not equal rights 
to every denomination. If Pres- 
byterians want a separate school, 
they must build it themselves. If 
the church of Fngland, the state 
church in the motherland, wanta 
school grant from the govern- 
ment, they cannot get it,although 
this is a Protestant country; 
while the church of Rome, 
acknowledging a foreign poten- 
tate asits head, is granted this 
privilege. 

The fact of the matter is the 
public schools are not Protestant, 
but national in their scope. All 
religions and creeds are 
allowed the same privilege, re- 
ligious instruction has been cut 
out, except the Lord’s Prayer, 
and all to suit the ever aggressive 
policy of the church of Rome. 

The rev. gentleman said in his 
last letter he was in favor of re- 
ligious teaching in the schools, 
yet in Toronto, a short time ago, 
when it was suggested that acer- 
tain amount of bivle reading take 
place in the public schools, the 
only Roman Catholic member 
objected,

on Seed Fair business, 

The Secretary-treasurer read 
the following report for the direc- 
tors:— 


Your directors have given the 
best part of two meetings to the 
consideration of the 1909 fair. 
As the outcome of the first meet- 
ing a committee was appointed to 
meet with the July 1st Sports 
committee and ascertain the 
feasibility of having the Fair on 
July 1 and 2 in connection with 
the programme of Dominion Day 
sports. The committee found that 
the Sports committee financed 
their sports on a $400 subscrip- 
tion from the citizens, together 
with the gate receipts, and it 
would be donbtful whether the 
Association could depend on such 
a public subscription, towards 
the Fair ond Sports combined, 
while there would not be a mat- 
erial increase in the gate receipts 
over an ordinary year. The com- 
mittee accordingly reported that 
while the Sports committee were 
ready to give way to the Exhib- 
ition Association,if the Exhibition 
Association thought it advisable 
to hold its Fair on July 1 and 2, 
the committees did not think it 
wise to hold the Fair at that time. 

While the committee was meet- 
ing with the Sports committee 
the annual meeting of the Fairs 
Associations of Alberta was held 
at Calgary, and, as Red Deer 
under the circumstances of de- 
ciding on a date, did not send a 
representative, the schedule of 
dates for Alberta fairs was fixed 
without reference to Red Deer. 
At their second meeting the 
directors finally decided to hold 
their Fair for 1909 in the fall, 
sometime in the latter part of 
September or beginning of 
October, whenever the govern- 
ment judges would be available. 
It was also decided to recommend 
that there be free entry of ex- 
hibits, but that twenty-five per 
cent. be deducted from the prize 
winners. 

In accordance with your inatruc- 
tions the secretory has issued a 
call for the forty per cent. of un- 
paid stock which will be due on 
the 1Uth day of February, 1909. 

Considerable discussion took 
place on the question of holding 
the fair in the fall, and the plan 
was generally commended. 

Mr. Speirs, Mr. H. H. Gaetz, 
and others thought the forty per 
cent. call would be a hardship on 
a good many of the shareholderg 
if made in February. 

It was finally decided that the 
directors interview the bank, and 
ascertain if two calls can be made, 
instead of the full call asked by 
the bank. 

The report of the directors was 
adopted as amended on the last 
oall clause. 

Mr. C. A. J. Sharman, Vive 
President, was appointed one of 
the representatives of the Aseoc- 
iation to the provincial two weeks 
stock-jndging schools at Lacombe 
in March. The directors will 
choose the second. 

The matter of the town taking 
over the exhibition grounds chme 
up. 

Discussion and criticism was 
frank and free all through the 
meeting. Mr. Speirs said that 
some small farmers believed they 
did not get a fair deal in the 
judging. He had no instances | 
given him. Mr. Speirs rather 
favored three local met. rather 
than a government judge. 

The Secretary said he did not 
want the shareholders to get the 
impression that this call would 
clear of all their liabilities. He 
was quite satisfied that the Fair, 
could never be made a paying 
proposition. Just as Calgary and 
Edmontcn had done, the town 
must eventually take over the 
property, though he did not be- 
lieve the town could take it over

Our Weekly Letter from the 
Capital. 


Edmonton, Alberta, Jan. 22nd.—The 
present session of the local legislature 
promises to be an important one from 
the view point of the government. In 
all probability it will be the last before 
the general elections which, in 
knowing quarters, are slated for June 
next, and consequently it becomes in- 
cumbent upon the party in power to 
formulate such legislation as will ap- 
peal to the people, particularly their 
votes. Premier Rutherford has an- 
nounced what has been termed a rail 
way policy, and itis expected that he 
will, enlarge upon it when the house 
meets. As it stands at present the 
policy is weak and defective in that it 
is conditional upon the Dominion 
yovernment coming to the financial 
assistance of the province. If the 
federal authorities do not) build) rail- 
way lines then the local government 
will undertake the work themselves. 
It is pretty well understood that) the 
yovernment will seek some arrange- 
ments with the MaeKenzie and Mann 
system whereby they will construct 
certain country roads upon 
the guaranteeing of the province of 
the bonds of the company. [tis also 
pretty well underslood that) smarting 
under the lash of the Manitoba gov- 
ernment. MacKenzie and Mann will 
be averse to giving the provinee the 
control of the rates as this might | 
affect their interests in | 
competition with the (. P.R. and) in 
n_ very short season the G.T. P. The | 
government will not of itself attempt 
the construction of the desired roads. | 
Last year when Mr. Robertson of the 
opposition moved his railway resv-

lution the government lost: no time .in 
putting itself on record ‘as being op- 
posed to the policy of the government 
owned. railroads, in: fact,'on that oc- 
casion it went on record as being ab- 
solutely opposed to the constrnuetion 
of railways under almost any cir- 
cumstances, claiming that it would 
mean the shackling of ,the people of 
the province for all time. In view ‘of 
this very positive declaration on the 
part of the government last year and 
under which they voted down Mr. 
Robertson's resolution which merely 
asked that the government take such 
steps as it would deem necessary 
looking to the construction of railways 
in the province into the north conntry 
und south tothe boundary line, the 
announcement of a railway policy 
such as it is, came as a big surprise to 
the people of Alberta. However the 
need of cross country railways is so 
much recognized by every body that 
they are ready to overlook any po- 
litical discrepancy if anything  tan- 
gible can be accompl'shed thereby, 
Another feature of this session will be 
the redistribution bill. Just what 
form this measure will take is not 
known. The government is making 
inquiries of the various Liberal assoc- 
iations throughout the province as to 
what redistribution can be made that 
will be more adapted to their res- 
pective districts. Fears are expressed 
in certain quarters that the redistri- 
bution will simply mean a wholesale 
gerrymandering of the province, par- 
ticukuly of the southern portion 
which went so much against the party 
in the last federal elections and in 
which there is found no great love at 
any rate for the Rutherford govern- 
ment. 

These will be the two outstanding 
features of the coming session of the 
legislature, Tht there will be other 
important measures is undoubted, but 
the government will appeal to the 
people on its record supplemented by 
their railway policy. 

Speaking of railway policies, the 
governinent of this province has 
manifested bitter hostility toward the 
Canadian Pacific Nailway” and par- 
ticular leniency toward the Can- 


adian Northern, the only other rail-{ 


way of any consequence operating in 
the province. In the recent federal 
elections the C. P. R. was held up to 
the peuple as grinding monopoly and 
vocabularies were exhausted in de- 
nouncing its operations in the province 
for all of which of course the Con- 
servative party were held responsible. 
Attorney-General Cross in addressing 
a meeting of Liberalsin this city a 
few weeks back announced that the 
coming local fight would be a strenuous 
one. It will be found he stated that 
the C. P. R. would be oppused to 
the government backing the Con- 
servatives because they sought to get 
rid of the taxation imposed upon them 
by virtue of the Act providing forsuch 
taxation and passed in the session of 
1906, He pointed out that the C. P. R. 
owned lands and other concessions in 
the province, that the government 
saw fitto pass an Act assessing the 
railways and that now the C. P. R. 
wanted on their part to be relieved of 
such taxation and that the Con- 
servative party would of course be 
their strongest ally. An examination 
of this much talked of Act providing 
for the taxation of railwa}s reveals a 
peculiarity which taints very strongly 
of favoritism on the part of the gov. 
ernment. The measure in question 
became law with the session of 1906, 
It states in brief that every person, 
company or corporation owning or 
operating a line or part of a line of 
railway within the province shall pay 
au tax in respect of such railway, or 
part thereof not exempt from taxation. 
This would, of course, include all rail- 
ways, but at the next session of the 
House an amendment was passed 
which not only ment favoritism but a 
loss to the province of several thous- 
and dollars a year in taxes, a loss that 
will continue to increase in years to 
come. The amendment, innocently 
enough, interpreted the word railway 
the word railway in the original act to 
mean any line of railway or part 
thereof which was constructed at a 
date seven years or more previous to 
the first day of September 1905. This 
lets the ‘Canadian Northern railway 
out, and it is said that for the year the 
Act was in operation that company 
did not pay any taxes, and if they did 
that the same has been refunded them. 
The law firm of which the Attorney- 
General for the province is partner, 
are the solicitors for this company. 
It wil be seen that by the terms of this 
amendment, the G. T. P. will also be 
exempt from taxation. The C. P. R. 
paid the taxes without complaint but} 
the C. N. RK.

OMISSIONS OF COMPENSATION ACT. 


Another very noticeable omie- 
sion which affects a large class 
of the province was that no men- 
tion was made of amending the 
Compensation Act which was 
passed last session and which 
,came into force the 1st of last 
jJanuary. The government fails 
es realize the serious defects of 
this measure and the important 
bearing it has upon the laboring 
lclasses. The Act is incomplete 
inasmuch as it imposes unneces- 
|sary hardships upon employees. 
,In case of accident it has made 
jemployers liable to damage to 
; workmen that they are unable to 
(cover by insurance. The govern- 
|mentshould provide facilities for 
insurance that the Act makes a 
virtual necessity. This failure to 
grasp the needs of the situation 
has made the Acta burden upon 
industry. The Act is equally in- 
complete in respect to guarantee 
of compensation. In a vase where 
the employer is in’ straightened 
circumstances it gives ne pro- 
tection to the employee. It makes 
the employer liable for compen- 
sation, but takes no steps to in- 
sure that he shall have placed 
himself in a position to meet the 
liability imposed upon him. In 
such cages the Act is a mockery 
and a sham. It deludes the work- 
ingman with the belief that he 
and.nis family are protected in 
case of mishap, when no protec- 
ion exists. Furthermore, I main- 
tain the position that we took last 


session when this Act was put Red 


through; that the clause which 
makes it impossible for an injur- 
ed workmen to receive compensa-

advanced railway policy for this 
province is to receive consider- 
ation at this seesion of the legis- 
lature, and that this system is to 
affect all parts of the province, 
nortn, centre and south.

facilities; and then there are the 
great centre and southern por- 
tions of the province where lie 
tremendous possibilities in the 
production of cereals, cattle and 
coal. Thoze portions which are 
favored with railway facilites find 
those facilities tremendously de- 
ficient’ and as a result the com- 
mercjal and agricultural activities 
are hopelessly crippled. Just to 
give a single illustration:—One 
farmer east of Claresholm had 
this fall 30,000 bushels of wheat 
for sale. This man’s crop was 
harvested in August and sold for 
October delivery. The grain was 
produced at 2 point thirty-five 
miles from the railway, and in 
order that it might be delivered 
promptly at the shipping station 
the owner made arrangements for 
hauling great waggon trains by a 
‘traction engine, but from that

6. On the 18th inst. the hydrant 
at the Arlington Hotel corner was 
reported burst. We had it thawed 
out and bands put around it, but 
it is doubtful if it would stand a 
fire pressure. We recommend
